First, the basic facts of the situation seem 
obvious. The Government asked me to attend a 
conference. X did, and incurred expenses 
getting there and back, and I should be reim- 
bursed. 


Second, because the mode of my intended travel 
was 'unusual', I took what I thought were 
appropriate steps to ensure that what I was 
about to do was allowed and reimbursable; that 
is, I made my intentions knowr^^Budget and 
Finance well in advance. < who 

was to accompany me on the trip) and I went to 
Budget and Finance for the express purpose of 
informing them of my intention to travel Y^ a 
private aircraft and to ensure that I would be 
reimbursed. I asked if I had to provide them 
with anything special (receipts, vouchers, etc.) 
They said, "No, just fill out the travel sheet 
when you get back."
